Fake letters net jail term 
for ex-Cobblers star Leon

EX-COBBLERS player Leon McKenzie was jailed 
this week for a speeding scam despite efforts to 
blame his actions on depression. 

The 33-year-old footballer, who ended his sport¬ 
ing career at Kettering Town in December, was 
sentenced to six months in prison and disquali¬ 
fied from driving for 18 months, after he forged 
letters from a garage to avoid a driving ban. 

Judge Richard Bray described McKenzie’s crimes 
as “sophisticated” fraud and said it would send 
“completely the wrong message” to let him walk 
free. 

He added: “You were prepared to pretend on 
each occasion that your car was at a garage which 
did not even exist.” 

The six counts of speeding, committed between 
February 2008 and January 2010, could have lost 
McKenzie his licence, but the letters he sent to the 
DVLA appeared to show that his car was with 
mechanics in London when the offences took 
place. 

Claire Howell, prosecuting, said: “The garage 
was a wholly fictitious business and when they 
went to the given address police officers found a 
vacant building.” 

The former Premiership striker, of Rectory 
Farm, Northampton, initially received just a 
caution but that was later withdrawn by 
Northamptonshire Police, and on January 31 the 
player pleaded guilty to perverting the course of 
justice. 

Defence lawyer Sean Hammond insisted that 
McKenzie was “not a man who thought he was 
above the law”. 

He said: “This is a man who (at the time of the 
offences) was suffering from an undiagnosed and 
serious illness which culminated in him making 



a serious attempt to take his own life.” 
Northampton Crown Court heard from the chair¬ 
man of the Professional Footballers’ Association, 
Clarke Carlisle, as well the player’s uncle, former 
world champion boxer Duke McKenzie. 

Mr Carlisle, a Cobblers defender who has known 


the defendant for 15 years, said that depression 
was a serious problem in the “alpha male” world 
of football. 

“Signs of weakness are not shown at any time - 
it’s survival of the fittest. You don’t want the man¬ 
ager to have any negative thoughts about you. 

“So it’s no surprise to me that Leon, and myself, 
and hundreds of others have been reluctant to 
share their problems with their football club.” 

Duke McKenzie said that his nephew was under 
“tremendous pressure” and added: “The public in 
general see footballers as living a glamorous life 
but they are like normal people - they have bills to 
pay and families to feed.” 

But Judge Bray said that mental health issues 
could not excuse McKenzie’s offences which 
“strike at the very heart of justice”. 

The former Premiership striker, who has played 
for Norwich, Crystal Palace, Coventry and 
Peterborough, sent a final message to fans before 
he was taken away. 

He wrote on Twitter: “I'll be back soon. Love to 
ya all 4 the support. My music will wait for me. x” 

The now retired sportsman had been planning 
to launch his debut single next month, and for¬ 
mer So Solid Crew rapper MC Harvey was among 
friends and family supporting him in court. 

A number of those in the public gallery broke 
down in tears as the sentence was read out. 

In a pre-prepared statement issued online, 
McKenzie said: “I am truly sorry for these offences 
that I committed. 

“I must stress to you all, I was not representing 
the real me back then and realise how stupid I 
have been. 

He added: “I ask anyone with depression to 
speak out to someone before you start making 
any mistakes like I did.”

DVLA protest 
heads to top 

THE fight to save jobs at the DVLA 
in Northampton stepped up a gear 
yesterday as campaigners met with 
MPs in Parliament. 

The town’s offices, in Riverside 
House, Bedford Road, are due to be 
closed down by the Government 
along with all 38 other regional 
branches. 

Northampton representatives 
of the Public and Commercial 
Services union (PCS) that is 
supporting the 1,200 workers 
facing unemployment, joined the 
lobbying at the House of Commons. 

MPs were invited to a briefing to 
discuss the planned closures, 
which would see 58 workers in the 
town lose their jobs. 

The union has argued that 
transferring all the DVLA’s tasks 
to online or telephone procedures 
would have a damaging effect on 
customer service. 

A spokesman for the PCS said: 
“The closures would wipe out the 
high quality face-to-face services 
these offices provide to the public 
and motor traders, whose often 
complex enquiries could not be 
handled by telephone or online.”

Birth blunder hospital to 
pay young girl millions

A GIRL left severely disabled 
after medical blunders 
during her birth at 
Northampton General 
Hospital left London’s High 
Court this week with a com¬ 
pensation package worth 
millions after settling her 
damages claim. 

Hannah Louise Gudd was 
left with cerebral palsy so 
severe that she is blind and 
needs to be fed through a 
tube, after being starved of 
oxygen in the womb during 
her birth at the hospital on 
April 1, 2001. 

Hannah, now ten, of 
Dodford, Northants, sued 
the hospital’s managers, 


Northampton General 

Hospital NHS Trust, through 
her mother Emma Gudd, 
claiming negligence by 
hospital staff was to blame for 
her devastating injuries. 

The Trust admitted liability 
for what happened, but a trial 
was due to go ahead to decide 
the level of compensation 
Hannah was entitled to. 

However, on Monday at 
London’s High Court, 
Margaret Bowron QC, for the 
Trust, said a settlement had 
been agreed whereby 
Hannah will receive a £1.15 
million lump sum, plus annu¬ 
al, index-linked and tax free 
payments to cover the costs 
of her care for as long as she 
lives. 

The court heard that, as 


well as being severely dis¬ 
abled, Hannah’s life 
expectancy has been reduced 
by her catastrophic birth 
injuries. 

Simeon Maskrey QC, for the 
family, told the judge that as 
well as the lump sum, 
Hannah will receive 
£135,000-a-year until 2019 
and £225,000-a-year there¬ 
after for the rest of her life. 

Miss Bowron said: “The 
Trust is delighted that this 
claim has been compro¬ 
mised. Hannah suffered terri¬ 
ble injuries at the time of her 
birth for which the Trust has 
expressed its deep regret and 
we repeat that today. 

“This settlement should 
bring her financial security 
and hopefully bring peace of 


mind to her loving and 
devoted parents. We wish to 
extend our best wishes to 
them.” 

Mrs lustice Lang said: “I pay 
tribute to the parents for the 
devoted care they have 
provided. 

“I am satisfied that it is 
appropriate for Hannah to 
accept the lump sum and the 
periodical payments that 
have been offered by the 
defendant. I approve the 
settlement.” 

Outside court Hannah’s 
solicitor, Gary Williams, said: 
“The settlement reached will 
ensure a safe and caring envi¬ 
ronment for Hannah. 

“No amount can compen¬ 
sate Hannah for the injury 
she suffered.” 



Recycling campaign launched as unhappy 
resident sticks boot into ‘rubbish’ scheme 


A ONE man crusade against a town’s 
‘rubbish’ waste collection has swung into 
action. 

Wootton resident Gus de Silva has 
started a campaign called Northampton 
Rubbish Collection is... Well Rubbish 
against the scheme running in the 
borough. 

Mr de Silva feels things have got out of 
hand with the number of waste collection 
bins. 

In Northampton, residents have two 
wheelie bins, three recycling boxes and 
two food caddies, one for inside and 
another for outside. 

Mr de Silva said: “With this campaign I 
wanted to know if I was the only one who 
thought like this? 

“I don’t know, is it just me? If I am not 
then I am throwing down the gauntlet to 
see who else agrees. 

“I cannot believe we are the only town 
which had this kind of service which 
means we have seven bins. 

“Where I used to live in Nottingham I was 
able to put paper, plastic, cardboard and 
glass in one wheelie bin. 

“What makes it difficult now is if the 
crate for paper is full then anything extra 
will not be collected.” 

He would like to see Northampton 
Borough Council introduce a wheelie bin 
for residents and not the crate as it would 
give people more room to recycle. 

With the food caddies, which were only 
recently introduced, Mr de Silva feels they 
will attract cats and vermin like rats, 
especially in the summer when it is warm. 

He added: “I know the council wants to 


recycle as much as possible, as do I, but 
does it save the taxpayer money and is it 
value for money against other schemes. 

“I feel sorry for those in smaller 
accommodation who have to manage this. 

“So I’m starting a petition.”

Councillor John Caswell, Northampton 
Borough Council’s cabinet member for 
environment, said: “We are always happy 
to accept extra recycling and are grateful 
to residents who help us to recycle as 
much as possible. 

“If you find you have more recycling than 
will fit in your box, please do put it out, all 
we ask is that residents avoid using things 
like black sacks as our refuse collectors 
need to be able to quickly and easily 
identify what type of recycling you are 
leaving out. 

"Since it was introduced our recycling 
scheme has been hugely popular with 
more and more materials being recycled 
and reused rather than being buried at 
landfill. 

“We are always looking at how we can do 
things better and make recycling easier, 
such as introducing food waste collections 
earlier this year and will continue to do so 
going forward.”

Daughter stole 
£7k from father 

A PENSIONER took thousands of 
pounds from her elderly father - 
money he had saved to look after 
her seriously ill mother. 

Patricia Freer, 65, of Deal Court, 
The Mounts, Northampton, stole 
£7,000 from her dad Mr 
Woodhouse’s safe. 

Rebecca Wade, prosecuting, told 
Northampton Crown Court: “The 
only people who had the safe com¬ 
bination were him, his wife and the 
defendant.” 

Mrs Woodhouse had gone into a 
nursing home suffering from vascu¬ 
lar dementia and some of the 
money was set aside for alterations 
to the home in the hope that she 
would return. 

Freer denied the theft at first, but 
later left a voicemail message 
admitting she had taken the cash. 

Her 86-year-old father, who has 
Parkinson’s disease, was initially 
reluctant to pursue his daughter in 
the courts, after she said she would 
pay the money back. 

But after months of broken prom¬ 
ises and two cheques that bounced, 
he agreed to a prosecution. 

The defendant pleaded guilty to 
theft last month, when she was 
given three weeks to pay £1,000 as a 
sign of her intention to fully 
reimburse her father. 

Caroline Bray, defending, said: 
“She has no money. She sold her 
jewellery to get this £1,000 and she 
does not strike you as a woman of 
means which probably led to her 
committing this offence after a life 
of looking after others. 

“She feels wretched. She took 
advantage of the two people who 
brought her up and cared for her.” 

Freer was tearful in the dock as her 
parents’ illnesses were mentioned 
and her lawyer added: “If she could 
turn back time she would.” 

Judge Richard Bray said: “I have to 
sentence you for the meanest 
offence of theft. I bear in mind all 
the information put before me 
including a letter from your father 
who has forgiven you and spoken 
up for you to the court despite 
everything you have done to him.” 

Freer was sentenced to a 
12-month community order with 
120 hours of unpaid work. She was 
also ordered to pay back the £7,000. 
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Dog track an odds on 
favourite for approval

FOR decades Towcester has been a 
popular host to horse racing, and now 
other four-legged friends are set to 
make their home there. 

Plans for a greyhound racing track are 
expected to be approved by South 
Northamptonshire Council today, 
despite more than 1,300 objections from 
members of the public. 

The new circuit would be built in the 
centre of the existing horse racing course, 
directly opposite the Empress Stand. 

It would be the county’s first greyhound 
venue. 

Towcester Racecourse Company also 
propose to erect 14 floodlights, fencing 
and a big screen at the site on London 
Road. 

A number of parish councils in the area 
raised concerns about the likely increase 
in traffic, noise pollution and extra light¬ 
ing, but no local authority openly object¬ 
ed to the proposals. 

South Northamptonshire Council’s 
planning committee received 1,366 
signatures petitioning against the princi¬ 
ple of greyhound racing on ethical 
grounds and asking councillors to stop 
the dogs becoming “victims”. 

Mandy Hooker, of Northants 
Greyhound Rescue, said the organisation 
was unhappy with the plans, but accept¬ 
ed that they would probably go ahead. 

She said: “I hope that they will have a 
sensible homing plan for the dogs that 



are retired from racing. We just want 
owners to be sensible and home their 
dogs responsibly when they are no longer 
racing.” 

A further 75 letters objected to the track 
on moral grounds, including some from 
overseas, and five were against the plans 
due to practical concerns. 

But in the planning report the authority 
said that the benefits to economic devel¬ 
opment and tourism vastly outweighed 
any negatives. 

It said: “The track will support the 
diversification of the racecourse, protect¬ 
ing its long term viability, provide jobs 
and a new tourism facility bringing 
further spend to the district.”

In a report outlining the council’s 
recommendations, planning officer 
Maria Philpott said that the plans were in 
accordance with the “Towcester Master 
Plan” which identifies the racecourse as a 
key component in bringing “additional 
growth and prosperity” to the town. 

She added: “V\Tiile accepting that the 
proposed greyhound racing track is 
sensitive and controversial, it is none¬ 
theless not within the remit of planning 
legislation to consider the merits of such 
a proposal on welfare or ethical 
grounds.” 

If the proposals get the go-ahead, the 
dogs would be speeding around the track 
every Saturday from 6pm to 11.15pm.

A representative from House of 
Fraser, Northampton, confirmed 
the products had come from the 
store. 

In interview Chopra admitted 
using customers’ details to buy 
items for herself. 

The defendant had also used a 
customer’s details to purchase a 
pair of Gucci sunglasses worth 
£200 from her own store. 

Chopra claimed she was under 
pressure because she had an 
expensive wedding to pay for, 
but she pleaded guilty to four 
counts of fraud on January 25. 

Defence lawyer Ammo Bains 
said that the bride-to-be was a 
“vulnerable” person who had 
suffered “considerable domestic 
violence” and that items she 


to the groom’s family. She didn’t 
have immediate approval from 
her family to enter into the 
wedding so she had to fund it 
herself.” 

But Judge Richard Bray said her 
actions were a serious breach of 
trust. 

“Customers of your shop 
entrusted you with their credit 
cards. You abused their trust and 
used their cards to steal goods 
from stores. This was therefore 
calculated and repeated fraud.” 

He added: “I appreciate your 
background - you are an intelli¬ 
gent and well-educated woman. 
But there was no real excuse for 
stooping to this fraud.” 

Chopra was sentenced to 30 
weeks in prison suspended for 
two years. 

She was also placed under a 
supervision order for nine

Frank, 90, is sti 


THE number of drivers in Great Britain over the 
age of 80 has now topped one million. 

In Northamptonshire there are 10,484 people 
aged 80 and over who hold a full driving licence. 
To find out what it is like to be an ‘older driver’ in 
the 21st century, LAWRENCE JOHN spoke to 
90-year-old Frank Loads from Wellingborough 


MOST teenagers learn to drive 
by being taught by a qualified 
driving instructor or a family 
member. 

They have to take the theory test 
before they can attempt their 
driving test and hopefully pass 
and exchange their provisional 
licence for a full one. 

In Frank Loads’ case he never 
had to go through any of this, he 
joined the British Army in 
September 1939, when he was 
16 years old and they taught him 
to drive. 

The Army instructors must have 
done a brilliant job as Mr Loads 
has never had to make a claim to 
any insurance company in all the

years he has been driving and 
does not have any points on his 
licence. 

He said: “I only do 26 miles a 
week and I don’t drive on 
motorways or at night even 
though I have good eye sight. 

“I learnt to drive in the Army 
which I joined in September 1939. 

“I was a territorial volunteer 
before I was called up. 

“I learnt to drive when I was 16 
years old not far from my 17th 
birthday. 

“I was an apprentice mechanic 
before I joined the Army.” 

During Mr Load’s’ seven years 
he fought in North Africa and 
Southern Italy and he was award¬ 
ed six medals including the 
defence medal, 1939-1946 medal, 
African Star, Italian Star, 
Territorial 22 year medal and 8th 
Army bar. 

He said: “I was young and it was 
frightening. 

“I was with the Fifth Battalion 
Royal Norfolk. 

“When I was with them I got 
blood poisoning from the dye 
from my army boots. While I was 


in hospital the rest of the 
regiment were transferred to 
Singapore. 

“They were all captured by the 
lapanese and forced to work on 
the Burma Railway. 

“All the lads I knew were local to 
me in Norfolk and I was the only 
one who made it back after the 
war.” 

After this, Mr Loads served with 
the Royal Artillery, Royal 
Engineers before joining the 
Royal Electrical and Mechanical 
Engineers. 

He was de-mobbed on June 6, 
1946 and by June 8 he had a job in 
civvy street. 

He went to Norwich looking for 
work and he spoke to the chief 
engineer at PX who said there 
were no jobs in Norwich but there 
was work in Wellingborough. 

He travelled on the Tuesday and 
started work on the Wednesday. 

After two years in the role as an 
engineer he was given a company 
car, the first one being a Vauxhall, 
and then one made by British 
Leyland. 

After he left the company he

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joined transport company WG 
Eales who he stayed with for 
35 years until they went into liqui¬ 
dation. 

He worked with them as a 
mechanic and used to drive all 
over the place if the drivers broke 
down. 

Giving his views on driving on 
the roads today as a sprightly 
90-year-old, Mr Loads said: “The 
young ones are a hazard to me. 

“Older people don’t take the 
risks and travel at 70mph or 
80mph. 

“I have to be aware 110 per cent 
all the time and have to anticipate 


what he/she is going to do.” At 
present, he drives a Citroen AX 
which has 41,000 miles on the 
clock. He’s had it for eight years. 

Simon Best, chief executive of 
the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists, said: “Older people 
need their cars which give them 
better mobility and access to 
more activities and services. 

“Those who wish to continue 
driving beyond the age of 70 
should only be prevented from 
doing so if there are compelling 
reasons. 

“Rather than seeking to prevent 
older people from driving, we 


should make them more aware of 
the risks they face, and offer them 
driving assessments to help them 
eliminate bad habits. 

“Driving helps older people 
play a full and active part in 
society.” 

When you reach 70 you need to 
re-apply for a new licence. 

If you are fit and healthy you 
will be sent a three year licence. 

You then have to re-apply 
again when this runs out for 
a further three year licence 
and then follow the same proce¬ 
dure each time you want another 
one.

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Water blow as 
pipe ban looms

A HOSEPIPE ban for the 
county is a “real possibili¬ 
ty” this summer thanks 
to an unusually dry 
winter. 

The measure would be 
the first in the region for 
20 years but the area’s 
water firm has said they 
cannot rule it out. 

According to Anglian 
Water, levels are 20 per 
cent lower than average 
for this time of year. 

Pitsford Reservoir, which 
provides water for towns 
and villages in the county, 
is only just over half full. 

John Clare of Anglian 
Water, said: “This is clearly 
a concern. The reason 
behind it is that there just 
hasn’t been enough rain.” 

The regional water firm 
applied to the 
Environment Agency for a 
drought permit in 
November, allowing them 
to take more water from 
the River Nene to top up 
the reservoir. But the river 
was also suffering from 
lower levels than usual. 

Mr Clare said: “It has 


worked to an extent. 
Levels have risen by five to 
ten per cent but they’re 
still much lower than we 
would like, simply 
because the water was not 
there to take.” 

Anglian Water are 
considering transferring 
water from Grafham 
reservoir, where levels are 
relatively normal because 
the River Ouse has not 
been as badly affected as 
the Nene, and members of 
the public are also being 
encouraged to do their bit. 

Householders are being 
urged to save water in a 
desperate bid to ensure 
water supplies during the 
summer months. 

“We are urging people to 
conserve water where 


they can. It’s not the 
message they’re used to 
hearing in the winter but 
we need to hang on to the 
water that we have.” 

One of the simplest 
things the firm is asking 
people to do is to have a 
water meter fitted, which 
results in an average 
household using 15 per 
cent less water. 

Mr Clare added: “Even a 
minute less in the shower 
can save litres of water. 
Across a million 
customers that’s a lot of 
water saved. 

“We will do everything 
we can but if we don’t get 
significant rainfall in the 
next few months we will 
have to look at the possi¬ 
bility of a hosepipe ban.”

Police cuts ‘unforgiveable’ 


BACK in 2005 and 2009 
Northamptonshire Conservatives 
pledged to fund PCSOs on an ongoing 
basis and “ensure there are more uni¬ 
formed officers patrolling the streets 
across Northamptonshire”.

A MAN from Northamptonshire 
has been charged with attempt¬ 
ed murder after an attack at a 
Tyneside Metro station. 

Veleus Norkus, of Oakley Street, 
Northampton, was one of two 
men arrested after an assault on 
February 12. 

The 22-year-old and fellow 
defendant Thomas Mikalauskas, 
21, both originally from Lithuania, 
are due to appear at Newcastle 
Crown Court next week. 

The victim, 22-year-old Aivaras 
Savickas, suffered severe head 
injuries and multiple broken 
bones during the alleged 


murder attempt which happened 
at 8pm on the stairs leading to the 
station platform. 

He was taken to Newcastle’s 
Royal Victoria Infirmary for treat¬ 
ment, where he remained in 
a critical condition for three days. 
He died as a result of his injuries 
on February 16. 

It is believed that Mr Savickas, 
also from Lithuania, and the two 
men who have been charged, 
were known to each other. 

After appearing at North 
Tyneside Magistrates’ Court, Mr 
Norkus and his co-defendant 
were remanded in custody. 

A spokesman for Northumbria 
Police described the incident as a 
“serious assault” and said: “On 


February 14 Veleus Norkus, 22, of 
Oakley Street in Northampton, 
and Thomas Mikalauskas, 21, of 
Vine Street in Wallsend, were 
charged with attempted murder. 
They are currently in custody.” 

Metro trains continued to run 
on the evening of the attack, but 
the platform that became a crime 
scene was closed to members of 
the public. 

A Metro spokesman said: “Our 
thoughts are very much with the 
man who has subsequently died 
as a result of the attack at 
Wallsend Metro station. 

“We are working closely with 
Northumbria Police to ensure that 
those responsible are brought to 
justice as quickly as possible.” 


Stabbing being treated as attempted murder 


A STABBING which left a man 
seriously injured, is being 
treated as attempted murder. 

Police charged a 38-year-old 
“local” man on Friday morning, 
following an assault on 
St George’s Street, 
Northampton, on February 14. 

A spokeswoman also said that 
a 20-year-old man was 
“assisting police with their 


enquiries”. The 26-year-old 
victim had been walking along 
the road on the evening of 
Valentine’s Day, when he was 
attacked. 

He was stabbed in the back at 
about 10.30pm after what police 
described as an “altercation”. 

Officers were forced to close 
St George’s Street for several 
hours to investigate the scene, 


and the street’s junction with 
Barrack Road was still shut off 
the next morning. 

The victim was taken to 
Northampton General Hospital 
but later transferred to Glenfield 
Hospital in Leicester, where he 
was said to be in a stable 
condition.

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Pool shut after 
chlorine scare

GYM bosses were forced 
to close a swimming pool 
after five children 
became ill due to the 
water. 

The youngsters, who 
were enjoying a half-term 
swim at the Virgin Active 
health club in Riverside 
Business Park, 

Northampton, developed 
breathing difficulties and 
some were sick. 

An ambulance was 
called just before 2pm last 
Thursday and paramedics 
treated one child at the 
scene, who was then 
taken to hospital. 

A spokeswoman for East 
Midlands Ambulance 
Service said: “We trans¬ 
ported one child by 
ambulance to the A&E at 
Northampton General 
Hospital. At the time they 
were reported to have 
difficulty breathing.” 

While paramedics 

responded to the most 



serious case, three other 
young swimmers were 
taken to hospital by 
family members. 

A Northampton General 
Hospital spokesman 
confirmed that four 
children had been 
brought in with breathing 
problems, but that none 
were still in the hospital 
on Friday morning. 

The swimming pool was 
closed to members of the 


gym and their children for 
the rest of the day, while 
the water was tested. 

Northampton Borough 
Council’s environmental 
health team were 
dispatched to the club to 
investigate the incident. 

The water was found to 
contain abnormally large 
amounts of chlorine, the 
chemical commonly used 
to kill bacteria in pools. 

A spokeswoman for 
Virgin Active said that the 
pool, which re-opened on 
Friday, was now safe. 

She said: “A system fault 
resulted in a small 
amount of water, with a 
higher than normal chlo¬ 
rine concentration, enter¬ 
ing the pool. 

“Five children close to 
the filtration point 
suffered an immediate 
adverse reaction.” 

She added: “Virgin 
Active takes the wellbeing 
and safety of members 
extremely seriously and 
wishes the affected chil¬ 
dren a quick recovery.”

POLICE are looking for a rail passenger who 
allegedly shouted homophobic abuse at a 
another man after boarding a train at 
Northampton station. 

The victim, a 30-year-old, and a friend 
travelled on the 4,20pm service from the town 
to Birmingham New Street station on Monday, 
February 6. 

On arrival at their destination, a man 
approached them on platform 3 and began 
shouting the abuse. 


PC Jas Bathal, investigating officer, said: “As 
the victim and his friends made their way 
towards the station exit, the offender continues 
to shout homophobic remarks towards the 
victim, leaving both him and his friend visibly 
shaken by the man’s unprovoked 
comments. 

“This type of behaviour is offensive and 
intimidating and has absolutely no place on the 
rail network.” 

British Transport Police are calling on the 
public to help to locate a man they want to 
speak to in connection with the incident. 

Officers have released CCTV images of the 


male as they believe he will have information 
which can assist the investigation. 

PC Bathal added: “Homophobic abuse will 
simply not be tolerated and I am determined to 
identify the person responsible and bring him 
to justice.

MORE than 130 mums 
marched to make sure a 
council does not wash its 
hands of a baby club cafe. 

All the mothers who attend 
the centre in Wellington 
Street, Northampton, hit the 
streets on Friday to make as 
much noise as possible to 
protest against losing the 
service. 

Both the Northampton Baby 
Cafe, a specialist drop-in¬ 
clinic, and Mum-to-Mum 
peer support service are 
facing closure following 
potential funding cuts from 
Northamptonshire PCT and 
Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

Outside County Hall on 
Friday protestors shouted, 
shook rattles and banged 
tambourines as they attempt¬ 
ed to make councillors under¬ 
stand why they wanted to 
save the baby cafe. 

One of the mums who uses 
the service is Lucy Curry who 
breastfeeds her five-month- 


old baby. She said: “About 130 
to 150 turned up and this was 
a really good turn-out given 
the fact everyone has got 
families but they feel very 
passionate about this issue. 

“I hope the councillors do 
listen as we hope it is kept 
going and we needed to show 
people how important it is 
to us. 

“We are really pleased 
everyone turned up to make a 
noise and to make people 
aware if this service is 
removed it will be sorely 
missed. 

“If it does go then breast 
feeding rates will drop. 

“We have more than 550 
people on our Facebook site, 
we have a twitter account and 
we have 1,500 signatures on 
the petition. 

“We are still looking at other 
sources of funding such as 
the lottery or grants. 

“We are not shutting the 
door and we need to make 
the local authority aware it 
does have responsibilities 
and can’t wash its hand of 
us.”

Peter’s living a 
teenage dream

IN 1965 Peter Noone, the 
lead singer of Herman’s 
Hermits, was singing I’m 
into Something Good 
and as far as he is 
concerned he still is 
today. 

When he sang this song 
he was 17 and as he 
approaches 65 he is still 
producing the magic for 
his audience. 

For those who don’t 
know, Herman’s Hermits 
sold 60 million records 
charting with songs such 
as No Milk Today, 
Silhouettes, Mrs Brown, 
You’ve Got a Lovely 
Daughter, There’s a Kind 
of Hush and I’m Henry 
the Eighth I Am. 

Peter, who lives in 
America, will be back in 
the UK for two months as 
he tours with The Solid 
Silver 60s show. 

He will be appearing 
alongside Chris Montez, 
Brian Hyland, Brian Poole 
and Vanity Fare. 

Peter will arrive in 
Northampton for one 
night next month but it is 
not his first visit to the 
town as he came here in 
the 1960s with Herman’s 
Hermits appearing at one 
of the town’s cinemas for a 
concert. 

Telling how he still 
reproduces the singing he 
did when he was 17, Peter 
said: “I am optimistic and 
I used the Stanislavsky 
method whereby I try to 
believe I am 17 years old 
again when I am singing 
songs like I’m into 
Something Good. 

“I have to sing in the 
same key I did then for 



them to resemble the 
records we made in the 
studio. 

“I remember the excite¬ 
ment I had when my 
mum heard our songs on 
the radio. 

“Every time I sing them I 
try to perform them bet¬ 
ter than I did the night 
before. 

“I don’t want to disap¬ 
point people who have 
turned up. 

“Now I am older I have 
to be like an opera singer 
and do warm-up vocal 
exercises. 

“I do jump around like a 
17-year-old but it tends to 
hurt the next day. 

“In some respects I am a 
slave to my obligations 
and want people to feel 
they have had the full 
experience and not to feel 
cheated.” 

When Herman’s Hermits 
first went to America in 
1965 it was an eye-opener 
for Peter. 

It was a period in 
American history when 
segregation of black and 
white people was still 
enforced in the southern 
states. 

It is something he will 
not forget for the wrong 


reasons just as much he 
remembers meeting his 
rock ‘n’ roll heroes for the 
right reasons. 

Speaking from Westport, 
near New York, Peter said: 
“I spoke to Elvis when I 
was a teenager. 

“Everybody in the other 
bands was older than me. 

“When I first went to 
America I wanted to meet, 
and did meet, all my 
heroes like Johnny Cash, 
Jackie Wilson and the 
Everly Brothers and of 
course Elvis Presley. 

“Having set it up I went 
along to meet him and he 
was a really charming guy. 

“He was very friendly 
and he looked and talked 
just like he did in the 
movies - I could not 
believe it. 

“He was 100 per cent 
charisma.” 

After Peter secured the 
interview he called his 
sister and asked her what 
questions he should ask 
Elvis and she told him to 
ask if he dyed his hair! 

He said being a pop star 
in the 1960s was a full on 
job, adding: “In 1961 we 
were travelling around in 
a van with five of us in the 
back. 

“We learnt how to deal 
with men and once we 
became famous we had to 
deal with the girls. 

“We used to have to play 
two gigs a day one in 
Liverpool and one in 
Manchester. 

“I am not talking about 
20 minutes a gig, I am 
talking about two hours at 
a time. This was how we 
learnt to play.”

AS DEBUT keeper Matt Duke 
clutched a last minute cross inches 
from his goalline like a new-born 
baby the sense of anxiety lifted high 
into the Northampton sky and Cob¬ 
blers had their vital three points. 

The Northampton stopper only 
joined the club on-loan from Brad¬ 
ford City 48 hours before and despite 
conceding two goals the 34-year-old 
was rarely troubled in a 3-2 victory 
over relegation rivals Macclesfield 
Town.

“Playing in the Heineken Cup final is an 
obvious highlight, but running out and playing 
in front of the great Northampton fans has 
also been enjoyable over the past 18 months. 
There are some good players at the club and 
I’m concentrating on improving my own 
game.” 

Winger Mogensen has yet to make his first 
team debut, but the 20-year-old winger has 
been identified as one to watch in the current 
Saints Senior Academy. 

He has been on loan at Cambridge where 
he has scored nine tries in 16 appearances. 

He is currently dual registered with 
Championship side Moseley. 

McMillan, another 24-year-old front rower, 
initially arrived at Franklin’s Gardens this 
season on trial, having previously played for 
Birmingham and Solihull in rugby’s second 
tier. He then signed a short-term deal until 
the end of the current season, which has now 
been extended. 

Director of rugby Jim Mallinder said that all 
three players were promising and provided 
added depth to the Saints squad. 

“We need players who can contribute to the 
squad and this is why we’ve extended the 
contracts for all three players,” he said. “Tom 
has been a regular part of the first team 
squads throughout his time at the club and 
we know that he can deliver good 
performances on a regular basis. 

“Anders and Ross may not have had their 
first team opportunities, but they have both 
built up their experience in the Championship 
and are very eager to show what they can do 
in the black, green and gold.”
